The Indicted Men to Be Arraigned at the 
Earliest Possible Moment.

The state's attorney thought seclusion 
would have a wholesome effect on them and 
gave orders accordingly. 


ME. FOREREST’S STRONG DENIAL, 


He —— the Alleged ‘Kavanaagh Con- 
fession to Be a Monstrous Lie. 

Mr. Forrest was asked last night as to the 
truth of the statement attributed to Kava- 
naugh, that the latter had been in the habit 
of reporting to him the result of his attempts 
at jury fixing.

IN THE SHADOW UF THE BENCH. 


Court Officials Fecome the Tools of Conspib- 
utors to Defeat Justice. 

Chicago Times, Oct. 13: Thus bad begins and 
worse remains behind.” 

The city of Chicago was horrified by the cow- 
ardly assassination of Dr. Cronin. It was 
shocked by the subsequent revelations of intrigue, 
hatred, revenge, and dishonesty, and it heard 
with something of consternation that a regularly 
paid police officer, a servant of the city charged 
especially with the detection of crime, an officer 
possessing the confidence of the ‘police authori- 
ties, Was actively engaged in thwarting inquiry 
intoa damnable conspiracy of which he is now 
charged with having been a part. 

With the certainty that the prosecution would 
be thorough and earnest the community recov- 
ered gradually from the surprise caused by these 
astounding revelations. For many weeks an et- 
fort has been made to secure a jury for the trial 
of the accused. Every legal obstacle possible 
has been interposed to cause delay, and public 
attention has been measurablv withdrawn from, 
the case, though at no time has public opinion, 
demanding the complete vindication of the law, 
lost its wholesome attitude. Less demonstrative 
in ‘the lapse of time it is none the less sincere. 

Of a sudden a new surprise in this remarkable 
case startles the public. The cohs piracy to mur- 
der a citizen is followed by «a conspiracy to stap 
justice. In the shadow of the bench, with all 
the officialism of courts standing by, officers of 
the law, men eating the bread and butter of che 
people, their servants specially selected for the 
performance of important functions, seduced 
from the line of their duty, become the ‘tools of 
conspirators who design making a farce of jus- 
tice, and, procuring, after form of trial and 
through a disagreement of u jury, an enlarge- 
ment of prisoners who never seemed so guiity as 
now, laugh at the attempt of the state to inflict 
punishment upon the perpetrators of a heinous 
crime, 

There is no doubt about this attempt. The 
corrupted bailiff confronted with the evidence 
breaks down and confesses it and a vigilant and 
earnest state's attorney, realizing the dreadful 
siguificance of the attack upon the integrity of the 
court’s organization, has caused the impaneling 
of a special grand jury to investigate the whole 
subject matter. 

Itis said that the Clan-na-Gael is dead. Does 
this audacious and all but successful attempt in 
the purlieus of a court to poison the wells of jus- 
tice confirm the doubtful story? Whence comes 
the money for the villainous work? What subtle, 
experienced, and unscrupulous hand is bribing 
the bailiffs of the court and setting them on to 
the perpetration of the auaacious scoundrelism 
that would hang a jury that the accused may es- 
cape all danger of the hangman? How far- 
reaching must be the ramifications of the apolo- 
gists of private assassination when, invading the 
courtroom, they select the emissaries for villain- 
ous work from the subordinates of the sheriff, 
sworn Officers of justice! - 

The revelations of the last twenty-four hours 
in the Cronin case are more startling and amaz- 
ing than the murder itself. The doctor's body 
was found in a catchbasin. The great wrong was 
compassed. Happily justice is quick enough to 
prevent the dragging of its machinery through 
the gutter and the casting it forth as a thing im- 
potent even for selfpreservation. 

The Tunes has confidence that, gross as is the 
crime, the ordinary processes of justice quickly 
summoned will be able to assert the supremacy 
of the law. If it were not so there would be 
complete justification forsuch a manifestation 


of public sentiment as would convince assassins, 


and suborners of perjury, and tamperers with 
court processes that impunity is not possible. 

The Cronin case has dragged mightily. Still 
greater patience is necessary. But the public 
temper is sorely tried when assassins lay aside 
their bloody weapons to seek with corrupting 
coin the palm of the officers of the court and in 
the very temple of justice thwart the honest 
ministration of its servants.

A TOWN IN ONTARIO DEVASTATED. 


Over Two Hundred People Thereby Ren- 
. dered Homeless. 


FOREST FIRES REPORTED IN MICHIGAN. 


New York, Oct. 13.—[Special.|—For the 
second time in its history the Brooklyn 
tabernacle has been destroyed by fire, and 
the Rev. Dr. Talmage’s vast congregauon is 
again without a place of worship. During 
the heavy rain and wind early this morning 
the flames swept through the famous struct- 


ure with a force and headway which not only 


bade defiance to the best efforts of the val- 
iant firemen, but caused damage to a score 
of dwellings in the path of the wind. 
Against great odds and almost insurmounta- 
ble difficulties the firemen saved a dozen 
houses that were blistered by the heat and 
were the target of giant firebrands and an 
avaianche of sparks. 

The fire was discovered soon after 2:30 
o’clock in the morning by Policeman Jacob 
Van Wagoner,'who, from his post on Fiat 
bush avenue, saw clouds of smoke and jets 
of flame breaking through the great cathe- 
dral window on the eastern side of the 
church, near the Third avenue entrance. He 
ran to an enginehouse on State street and 
gave the alarm. Three minutes later 
the fire company was laying a line of hose 
from the nearest hydrant to the burning 
church, Foreman Dooley saw at a glance 
that ite interior was almost a solid mass of 
flame and that the chances of saving it were 
slim indeed. He ordered a third alarm, and 
soon fire engines and hose carts were clatter- 
ing into Schermerhorn street fromfevery di- 
rection. 


The tabernacle stood on the south side of | 


Schermerhorn street, near Third avenue. A 
stiff breeze blew from the east, driving the 
intense heat full into the firemen’s faces, 
greatly impeding their work, and rendering 
their positions in front of the burning 
structure almost intolerable. Opposite the 
Third avenue entrance, in front of a newly 
finished dwelling, was a large pile of mortar, 
and the firemen stationed there were only 
able to hold their ground by standing knee 
deep in mortar, packing it closely about 
their rubber boots. Meanwhile the fire, the 
heat of which appeared at that time to be to 
the right of the nave and around the plat. 
form, progressed with great rapidity until it 
embraced the library on the left. 
LIGHTED UP ALL BROOKLYN. 

Great tongues of flame leaped upward 
from the slate roof on all sides, lighting up 
the dull sky and attracting attention in all 
parts of Brooklyn. Neither the heavy rain 
nor the torrents of water from the lines of 
hose availea to stay the conflagration, and 
the roof fell in soon after 3o0’clock. It was 
soon followed by the eastern wail. 7

across the street. Such of those as were not 
already aroused were speedily apprised of 
the appending danger. In several houses 
there was a shortiived panic. Escape from the 
front was impossible. Suchof the residents 
as, had the temerity to open their front doors 
were met by a shower of sparks and a heat 
like that when the door of a redhot furnace 
is opened. The exposed woodwork of their 
bomes was scorched and blistered and near- 


‘ly every window was broken. In some 
cases the glass was not knocked out, 
but shattered und cracked in 8 


thousand closely intersected veins and 
almost fused by the terribie heat. About 3:30 
o’clock the houses on each side of the church 
were alsoin flames. Those on the opposite 
side were saved from extensive damage. The 
firemen directed their attention from the 
church when it became evident that no 
power could save it from destrucuon to the 
surrounding residences. At 4:30 o’clock the 
fire was under control and all danger to a 
great extent over. Streams were kept piay- 
ing upon the ruins, however, during the 
greater part of the day. 

Not n large crowd witnessed the destruc- 
tion of the church. At 4 o’clock Dr. Tal- 
mage, who had been notified of the fire, ar- 
rived, and remained until the church was in 
ruins. The rear a 4 the edifice fell 
about 7 o’clock. fire in the body 
of the church — been practically 
extinguished at that time and a score of fire- 
men were working within its walls. The 
falling pile of brick and stone missed six of 
them by barely six feet. Late this afternoon 
the walls hud not yet fallen. The great cathe- 
dral window, 22x40 feet, with the brick arch 
around it, was all that remained of the ornate 
and pillared front. The small, entrance to 
the west was also standing. It. led into the 
lecture room, which was the least damaged 


part of tnechurch. and the only portion: 


over which a roof yet remains. The 
fire apparently raged the tiercest 
in the northern ena of the church, in that 
part of the nave nearest the altar. It is on 
this side that the electric wires enter the 
church, which was lighted by 600 incandescent 
lamps. It is not known whether the fire 
was caused by the electric wires, a stroke of 
hghtuing, or a defective flue. 


THE STRUCTURE AND THE LOSSES. 

Tha Brooklyn tabernacle was probably the 
most famous protestant ¢hurch in America, 
next to Trinity in thig gity. It was built in 
1873 and cost over 75,000. The organ 
was one of the largest and best in 
the world. Its cost, 935,000, was 
borne by the ladies of the congrega- 
tion. It included a chime of bells, trumpet, 
and various other novel appliances. The 
cornerstone of the church was laid June 7. 
1878, the ceremony being performed by the 
late Dr. 8. Irenwus Prime. Dr. Talmage 
also delivered an address. The cornerstone 
bore the inscription: ‘‘ Brooklyn tabernacle, 
built.1870; destroyed by fire Dec. 22, 1872; re- 
built 1873.” 

The building was of 14th century Gothic 
architecture, and was dedicated Feb. 22, 1874. 
It was of brick, with stone trimmings, with 
a frontage of 150 feet and a depth of 118 feet, 
to which had recently been added an exten- 
sion 60 feet wide and 12 feet deep. The seat- 


ing capacity was 2,800, and it was always 


fully taxed at the Sunday services. 

The Sundayschool’s loss by the fire, in- 
cluding the Uubrary, hymnals, piano, rinety 
silk banners, and other articles is about 
$1,500. The damage to the church amounts 
to $157,601, on which there is an 
insurance of $129,450. Sundayschool was 
held this afternoon, and at the same time 
the trustees held a meeting and resolved to 
rebuild the tabernacie as soon as possible, 
the size depending on the amount of the sub- 
scripcions. Dr. Tatmage issued an appeal 
this afternoon for subscriptions of $100,000 
from the people all over the world who have 
read his sermons. His trip to the Holy Land 
has been postponed.

SOME BLAZES IN OTHER PLACES. 


A Keokuk (Ia.) Sawmill Gone—Forest Fires 
in Michigan. 

Krokrxk, Ia, Oct. 18— [Special.] — The large 
sawmill of & Company, in the lumber 
district, below this city, was totally destroyed 
‘by fire this afternoon. The blaze was discov- 
ered by passengers in a passing steamer and 
the pilot made a signal of distress that at- 
tracted the attention of the watchman who 
was eating his dinner in tne shipping office. 
When the fire department arrived the fire in 
the mili was beyond control and had spread 
to adjacent lumber piles. It required sever- 
al hours of hard work to prevent heavy ad- 
ditional losses. At 5 o’clock the tire was un- 
der control. The loss on the mill is esti- 
mated at $75,000, with an insurance of $17,500, 
divided os follows: Illinois Mutual, Alton, 
$2,500; Northwestern Mutual, Rock Island, 
$2,500; Western Manufacturers’, Chicago, 
$5,000; Mississippi Valley Manufacturers’, 
Rock Island, $5,000; Mutual Millers, Chica- 
go, $2,500. The loss on lumber will not ex- 
ceed $5,000, fully covered by insurance, divi- 
ded between eleven companies. The cause 
of the fire is unknown. 

PORTLAND, Mich., Oct. 13.—[ Special.]—In 
the dry forests on the west side of the river, 
across from the town, fires have been raging 
since early Friday morning. They increased 
in severity last night despite efforts to check 
them, and tonight several buildings are 
threatened. Propertyowners are out in 
force fighting the flames. The fire depart- 
ment was summoned last night to save the 
buildings of John Pringle.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 13.—[Special. }—The 

feeling in Pennsylvania over the question of 

where the world’s fair of 1892 shall be held is 
gradually growing stronger for Chicago.

SURGEON GENERAL HAMILTON'S REPORT. 


Relief Work of the Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice—Studies of Yellow Fever, 

Wasuinegonr, D. C., Oct. 13.—The annual 
report of Supervising Surgeon General Ham- 
Uton of the marine hospital service for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1889, was made 
public today. i 

The report comprises an octavo volume of 
more than 400 pages, and shows that the 


steddy increase which has marked the relief 


work of the service for many years still con- 
tinues. During the last fiscal vear nearly 
50,000 seamen have been treated by the offi- 
cers of the service at the different hospitais 
and relief stations throughout the United 
States—a number exceeding by more than a 
thousand the work of any previous year 


since the establishment of the service nearly

His constituent, 
Capt. Miichrist, is now assistant district at- 
torney with the expectation of succeeding 
Whig Ewing when the latter’s term is out. 
It is rather late for Mr. Hitt to make a sim- 
ilar fight, but if he insists on his right to be 
consulted Mr. Neff may not be subtreasurer 
and Col. Babcock may not be marshal, 
Senator Manderson’s rerating pension cer- 
tificate has returned and the controversy 
over one of Tanner’s famous decisions is 
ended. Upon Commissioner Tanner’s retire- 
ment Senator Manderson wrote Secretary 
Noble that his case be reconsidered by the 
department that it might be determined 


whether it was right on the part of the com- 


missioner of pensions to rerate a pension 
without applicatauon having been filed, in re- 
ply to which he received an ansmer in the 
negative. He then wrote a letter to Secre- 
tary Noble acknowledging the receipt of 
correspondence from the secretary and re- 
turning the certificate. In his letter the Ne- 
braska senator says: 

In thus returning the only evidence I have re- 
ceived of the actions unadvisedly taken in my 


behalf, upon your opinion that it was not taken 
in compliance with law. I am not compelled to 


ass my individual judgment upon the advisabil- , 


ty or propriety of the action of the com missioner, 
whose perfect integrity and good intentions no 
one can question. I have kept silent under 
grossest abuse and most undeserved attacks 
that I did not suppose could come to a man who 
had tried to do his duty to his country in her 
need, and has been previously injured in that en- 
deavor, because I could not by precipitation of 
action reflect upon a gallant comrade, who 
certainly supposed that within the uire- 
ments of the law he was doing a kindly 
and proper act. It isdue myself to say, how- 
ever, that at no time since Iwas advised of 
the issue of this certificate have I enter- 
tained a purpose to retain what might be due 
under it to my own use, but I did certainly de- 
sire to show my right to it if the steps leading 
to it had deen reguiar and had the warrant of 
strict law as well as of substantial right. You 
say in your opinion: “The pensioner, who was 
a chivalrous officer, whose merits are not the 
best indicated by a pensionable rating, was not 
u voluntary party to the action in this matter, 
andit appears that he neither sought nor ex- 
pected it.” This is, perhaps, full vindication of 
the course I bave pursued, and ‘or these and 
other kindly words in your courteous letter I 
thank you. : 

Senator Manderson in an interview reit- 
erates views about the principle of pension- 
ing which will not meet with unqualified ac- 
ceptance. He says: 

In making my original draft of the letter to the 


secretary I went into the matter of the rerating . 


of pensions at some length, but cut out that-part 
of nu when I mailed 1t as somewhat irrelevant. I 
went into the matter to show that the granting 
ot a pension is not a matter of charity, but mere- 
iy the consummation of a contract of the United 
States government with the men who went into 
the civil war to defend the union. The govern- 
ment practically said to these men by acts 
of Congress that were passed: Lou risk your 
lives for the stability of the government. If you 
come out well and safe there is no liability on 
our part, butif you receive injuries, then, as far 
as possible, we will make you a reparation.” 
ow that reparation can be practically made 
in but one way, and that is by giving a money 
reparation, which from the magnitude of the ag- 
regate number of contracts must be limited. If 
t were said that only the indigent should re- 
ceive this reparation then a slur would be cast 
upon every pensioner of this government, and as 
& matter of justice the reward should be suff 
cient for his support. But that is not the case. 
The pensioners of the government are not 
paupers, and indigence is not and should 
not be a necessary qualification of the 
eosioner, and the idea that seems to 
current to that effect is far from correct. I 
said in my former letter to the commissioner of 
pensions I did not seek this rerating of my pen- 
sion and knew nothing of it until the newapa- 
rs had opened up on me with a mass of abuse 
or that with which I had nothing todo. I did 
not think it possible that abuse could be heaped 
upon the men who went to the front during the 
war under such circumstances as attended my 
own case. I now drop the matter, and, so far as 


any present intention I have, will not further call 


case up.

A PIONEER JURIST OF WISCONSIN GONE. 


Judge Mortimer M. Jackson Passes Away 
| —A& Sketch of His Life. 

Mapison, Wis., Oct. 18.—[Special.|—Judge 
Mortimer M. Jackson, one of tne pioneer 
jurists of Wisconsin and for twenty-one 

years United States 
consul general at Hali- 
fax, died at the Park 
hotel this afternoon. 
He was elected by his 
associates the first 
supreme justice of the 
state, but declined the 
honor. His funeral 
will take place Tues- 
day morning. Judge 
Mortimer Melville 
Jackson was born in 
Rensselaervilie, Al- 
bany county, N. Y., 
JUDGE M. u. Jackson. March 5, 1814. The 
year of his birth, as above given, is, however, 
uncertain, as during his latter years Judge 
Jackson was peculiarly sensitive as to his 
age, and among his intimate friends he was 
regarded as at least ten years older than he 
acknowledged. He was educated at Flushing 
and New York city, and entered a count- 
img house, where he remained several 
years, also studying law. In 1838 
he removed to Milwaukee, and in the follow- 
ing spring be settied in Mineral Point, Wis., 
where he acquired a good law practice. He 
was a member of the territorial convention 
held in Madison soon after the election of 
Harrison to the Presidency, when the whig 
party was first organized in Wisconsin. As 
chairman of the committee he prepared and 
reported the resolutidns embodying the plat- 
form of that organization, and strongly op- 
posed the extension of slavery in the terri- 
tories. From 1842 till 1847 he was Attorney 
General, and during his term conducted 
many important cases. He was a member of 
the committee that was appointed 
by an educational convention in Madi- 
son in 1846, and prepared a lan 
for improvement in common school 
education, a part of which was subsequently 
incorporated in the state constitution. He 
was interested in the efforts made in west- 
ern Wisconsin to have the reserved mineral 
lands, which ‘were held by the United States 
government, brought into market, and ad- 
dressed a memorial to President Polk on this 
subject, which was adopted by the legislat- 
ure. : 

On the admission of Wisconsin to the 
union he was elected the first circuit judge 
for the fifth judicial circuit, serving also 
on the supreme bench till the organization 
of a separate supreme court in 1853, 
when he resumed his law practice. 
He subsequentiy united with the Re- 
publican party, an in 1861 
was appointed by President Lincoln United 
States consul at Halifax, and while there he 
caused the seizure from confederates of 
about $3,000,000 worth of war material, and 
advised the government of suspected ves- 
sels. In 1870, at the request of the Secretary 
of State, he made a report to Congress on 
the fisheries and fishery laws of Canada, in 
which be examined ra | discussed the con- 
troversy between Great Britain and the 
Judge Jackson also ad- 
dressed a communication to the Secretary of 
State, reviewing the action of the fishery 
commission in 1877, and saying 
that the sum of 5,500,000 that had 
been awarded to Great Britain was 
unwarranted and excessive. He resigned his 
consuilsiiip in 1882, atter a residence tnere of 
twenty-one Years in the interest of the 
United States, and returned to Madison. 
Judge Jackson's wife died while in Hali- 
Tax. 

Judge Jackson was, in his day, an eloquent 
speaker and a deep and logical thinker. The 
declining years of his life brought with them 
infirmities and eccentricities, but Judge 
Jackson was always.cheerful and had a 
leasant greeting for all. During the last 
ew months of his life his faculties weakened 
rapidiy, and day by day he sank until nature 
succumbed, 


Gen. H. D. Clayton. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—Gen. 
H. D. Clayton, president of the University of 
Alabama at Tuscaloosa, died this morning after 
a briefiliness. He was 65 years of age and was 
one of the most distinguished statesmen in Ala- 
bama, being the people's favorite for Governor. 
He was a major general in the confederate 
ranks Curing the late war. His death will be a 
great loss to the university. His remains were 
taken to his old home in Eufaula for burial this 
evening. -

TERMINALS FOR ALL ST. LOUIS ROADS, 


The East End Improvement Association 
and What It Proposes to Do. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct, 13.—The East End Im- 
provement association is considering a 
scheme to provide terminals for all railroads 
now entering St. Louis and all that may 
enter in the future, together with a beit line, 
switches, warehouses, and all the necessary 
improvements for affording the railroads 
firstclass facilities and the shippers 
every convenience imaginable, Papers of 
incorporation have been drawn up. The re- 
port of the subcommittee provides that the 
nine railroads that have interests here shall 
be allowed to come in and take $59,000 of 
stock each, which gives each a vote in the 
directory, the association to retain ope vote 
—altogether ten votes, $500,000. Then, if the 
municipal assembly grants these franchises, 
a belt line will be built that all roads can en- 
joy, and that will afford ail switching faciii- 
ties that will be required. The plane are for 
the most part experimental and extensive, 
and to carry them out will involve an outlay 
of from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000.

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PAN-AMERICAN DELEGATES GIVEN A 
“GLIMPSE OF CANADA. 


After Visiting the Great Falls of Niagara 


—Mr, Wiman Makes a Speech of Wei- 
dome and Talks at Some Length on 
the Subject of Commercial Union—Ob- 
jections Urged to the Tariff Wall Di- 
viding Great Nations. | 
NraGana Falls, Ont., Oct. 13.—[Special.}— 
The delegates to the American International 


man, got a glimpse of Canada today, visiting 
numerous points of interest on tne Canadian 
side of tne falls. In view of the distin- 
guished character of the guests the govern- 
ment reservation, hydraulic lifts. ewc., which 
are usually closed Sunday, were thrown open 
and a most perfect view of the falls was had 
from every point of vantage.

For neariy 4000 miles this rich and fertile 
country lies alongside the United States, divided 
only by an imaginary line, oftentimes by great 
lakes and rivers that should de a bond to unite 
them rather than a barrier to separate them, 
Yet the trade which both these vast countries 
should enjoy with each other has been restricted 
by an arbitrary customs line, 4,000 miles long, 
which may be likened to a barbed wire tence, 
over which one brother cannot trade with 
another brother for a bushel! of potatoes without 
the intervention of the government- It is true 
that the goods sold by the United States to the 
5,000,000 Canadians amount in the aggregate to 
as much as those sold to the en popes 
the southern nationalities represented by the 
delegates present. 

CAN DOUBLE THE AREA OF COMMERCE. 

It is true, that while every inhabitant of South 
and Central America absorbs United States 
goods annually to the extent of only .$1.10 each 
every Canadian, notwithstanding a high tariff 
wall, absorbs annually $10 each. Yet the neces- 
sity which created this international congress 
to discuss means for an expansion of commerce 
to the south makes the iogic irresistible which 
calls for an extension of United States commerce 
to the north. For without nn provide 
means vf communication, without expendi- 
ture ofasingle dollar, without the drawing of a 
sword, or the shedding of a drop of blood, the 
area of dommerce of the United States can be 
doubled to the north. A vast source of raw ma- 
terial could thus be provided in this northern 
region, with which to cheapen the fvod and man- 
afactures of the United States, so that the 


this 
congress can make available the thus 
produced. 5 

The whole $6,000,000 of duties collected on raw 
material from Canada divided among the 60,000,- 
000 of population absolutely amounts to less than 
a 10 cent cigar to each person per annum. If, in- 
stead ot limiting this customs line to the North 
American continent which 1t should surround, it 
could also include within its protecting influences 
southern nations represented by ests 
present tonight still greater results would follow. 

PURPOSE OF THE CONGRESS. 

That this was the intention of the act of Con- 
gress under which this songress is assembled, is 
indicated by its terms, and that a customs union 
to include the North and South American con- 
tinents may yet be accomplished is among the 
things to be hoped and worked for.

O and from Central America only $211,000, while 
from the whole continent of South Ameriea, in- 
cluding the great empire of Brazil, the Argentine 
Republic, Chili, Peru, and many other states, it is 
only slightly over nine and a quarter millions of 
doliars. Taking the whole continents of North 
and South America together the duties collected 
by the United States treasury on their entire 
products brought into the United States yields 
less than 25 cents per head per annum on our 
population: Protection was a good thing as 
against unequal conditions, but it was hardly to 
be justified for an amount so small to shut out a 
trade so great and under conditions which were 
so nearly Or a par as between the produters on 
this hemisphere. 

Commercial unio# on the North American con- 
tinent as between Canada and the United States 
is within the possibility of the next five or ten 
zoos and that purely by current legislation at 

ashington and Ottawa. It might take longer 
to create a customs union so as to include ali 
the nations represented dy the delegates, but a 
movement on the north would greatiy stimulate 
the movement toward the south by showing its

So the Siwash Indians Proceeded to Exe- 
cute Big Bob Sattoo. 

Srattte, Wash., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
Charles Williams, Tom Alexis, Charles Sea- 
tit, and Big Bill, Indians from Swinomish 
reservation, Skagit county, were brought to 
Seattie this morning and lodged in jail, 
charged with the murder of Big Bob Sattoo, 
an Indian. It appears that Big Beb was a 
prominent member of the tribe, and claimed 
to be a tenanimous man, which translated 
from the Chinook means an Indian doctor. 
By Indian superstition a “tenanimous”’ 
man is held responsible if any general calam- 
ity befalls the tribe. Things had not been 
going well with the Swinomisn Indians for 
some time. There was much sickness among 
them, and Big Bob was regarded as 
culpable for it. So at a meeting 
of the tribe four Indians were appointed to 
execute him. The Indian agent at the res- 
ervation was notified that Big Bob was 
about to be sacrificed, but did not believe it, 
and did nothing. Last Monday was the day 
upon which the murder took place. Big Bob 
was waylaid by four assassins, who seized 
him, held him, and cut his throat from ear to 
ear. The red men were arrested and bound 
over for murder by the justice of the peace 
at Laconner. They were brought to Seattle 
for safe keeping. Williams, Alexis, and 
Seatit are intelligent looking Indians, but 
Big Bill is a ferocious looking Siwash, and 
the supposition is that it was he who killed 
the tenanimous man. The Indians at 
Swinomish are a good deal worked up over 
the aftair. No claimants to the dignity of 
„ tenanimous“ man have as yet appeared.

A great step forward in the way of connecting 
Chicago with Mississippi nver navigation by the 
Illinois river will be made this week when the 
new lock on the Illinois mver at La is 
opened for traffic. A stretch of sixty-five miles 
of good water is given, and, while its influence 
may not be largely felt in increased busi- 
ness into this city this fall over the 
canal, it will add a considerable im- 
petus to river traffic from Peoria southward. 
This traffic has assumed respectable proportions, 
and St. Louis, even before work on the lock was 
begun, had more river business from the Illinois 
than from either the Ohio or the Missouri. With 
the great improvement in the Illinois river now 
made this traffic is destined to grow rapidly.

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THE ILLINOIS RIVER BELOW PEORIA. 


The last link in tne chain of Illinois river im- 
provementis the lock at Kampsville. All the 
material for its construction except $20.000 worth 
of stone has been purchased. About $100,000 will 
be required for its construction, and if Congress 
makes the needed appropriation it will be com- 
pleted next year. Then soundings will be made 


water from the Mississippi to the Copperas 
creek lock. It is estimated 2,000,000 cubic 
yards of dredgimg will be required. The 
amount estimated to complete these 
improvements is $412,000. If appropriations 
are made the work will all be done next season. 
Then the largest steamboat on the Mississippi 
that can reach the mouth of the Illinois can 
come up to Peoria with ease and have water to 
spare. They can also reach Salle if the 
state does some dredging in the part of the river 
she controls. All that is requt in this direc- 
tion is to take out the acéumuilations the state 
has allowed to gather in the channel. When 
that is done steamers and canalboats can come 
alongside each other at La Salle, and the water 
route between Chicago and New Orleans, as 
planned a half century ago, is complete. 

The new lock at La Grange is the most impor- 
tant link in this chain. It cost the general gov- 
ernment over #500,000. Like all the Illinois river 
locks it is 350 feet in length and 75 feet in width, 
capable of holding boats 325 feet long. Until 
the d out the bars is done it gives full 
four feet of water at all spots, although for over 
twenty miles ten feetis to ve found. -There is 
also about four feet of water from La 
Salle to Peoria. Were it not for the bad bars 
below Kampsville navigation would now be in 
comparatively good sb but these bars give 


less than three feet. There are also some bad

bars between Kampsville and La Grange, © 
Capt. W. L. Marshall, the United States en- 
gineer in charge of the work, states he expects 
the dam feeding the lock at La Grange to be 
completed by tomorrow. Navigation on the 
river, which has been suspended since the work 
on the dam began, Aug. 13, will then be resumed.

The custom is varied 
in Italy only in the cases of children, for 
whom white hearses are provided, the corp 
being followed by a procession of little girls 
dressed in white, carrying candles and sing- 
ing as they pass along the streets. There 
are some elegant funerals at Rome, but those 
styled firstcluss cost about $3,000 or more. 

“The country of hired mourners is En- 
gland. There the heaviest drapery pre- 
vails, while the ‘funeral cars,’ as they are 
called, in which the caskets are 1 are 
immense vehicles, exceeding in size our om- 
nibuses. Many of them cost fully $4,000. 
The mourners that are hired follow the 
hearse, and are very — in their pretend- 
ed grief.

years. The deposits at western reserve cen- 
ters are steadily increasing, and New Lork's 
share of the country’s surpius capital is suf- 
fering a corresponding decrease. Not until 
the first of the year is it at all probable that 
idle funds will have accumulated in New 
Vork sufficiently to render safe or perma- 
nent an advance in stock values such as is 
now claimed to be warranted by recent 
favorable developments in the raiiroad situa- 
tion. 

‘The prospect of gold imports this year is 
growing brighter. The imports of merchan- 
dise mm the first eight months of the year 


‘amount to $529,000,000, and the exports to 


$473,000,000, but the exports of specie in the 
same period changed the balance slightly to 
the favor of exports, and it 1s made evident 
by the official returns of trade at the port of 
New York durmg September that a balance 
is now accumulating in favor of this country 
on account of the free exportation of grain 
and cotton. Foreign exchange is over two 
cents above the specie importing point, yet 
Europe has been reported a buyer of Ameri- 
can securities and industrial plants of late, 
and the chances now strongly favor the can- 
cellation of part of her debt to this country 
in gold. 


 +REGISTER TOMORRO W. 

Tomorrow will be the oniy day for registra- 
tion: for the coming November election. 
Voters who are not registered in the pre- 
cincts in which they now reside ought to 
bear this fact well in mind. There are a 
thousand young men who have come of age 
since last registration day or who will come 
of age before the next election. Those per- 
sons should be registered or they cannot 
vote on the adoption of the drainage bill the 
5th of November. Noman can vote unless 
registered. There are other thousands of 
voters who have taken out their naturaliza- 
uon papers since last registration. Those 
persons should register tomorrow. Persons 
who are entitled to their full papers on or 
before election day can register tomorrow. 

But by far the most important class of vot- 
ers who are or ought to be interested in the 
registration of tomorrow are those who have 
changed their residences since the last day 


of registration. Those persons cannot 


vote on the option of the great 
drainage bill in the new precincts 


in which they reside without regis- 


tering in those precincts. They must appear 
tomorrow before the board of registry in 


the precinct in which they formerly resided 
and procure from that board a certificate of 


removal, which must then be presented to 
the registry board of their present residence 


precinct in order to secure registration. That 


must be done tomorrow or the voter who has 
removed cannot vote at the November elec- 
There will be ample time to attend to tnis 


‘matter. The registry boards, constituted of 


the election judges, must sit from 8 o’clock 
in the morning till 9 o’clock in the evening to 
register voters. They must sit after 9 o’clock 
in the evening if there are any voters in line 
seeking to be registered. 

Of course, voters from outside who 
have recently moved into the district in 
which the new election law prevails, Chicago 
and Cicero, will have to register tomorrow 
or be denied the privilege of voting on the 


Remember tomorrow, between 8 a. m. and 


9 p. m., is the only chance for registration.

PERVERSION OF THE JURY LAW. 
Attorney Forrest says the -lawyers for the 


defense in the Cronin case “know as well 
“as the newspaper editors who have written 


“ editorials on the subject that 50 per cent 
“of the men who have professed opinions 
** have done so for the purpose of avoiding 
„ service.”” It would probably be nearer the 
truth to say 75 per cent of the men excused 


on the ground of having fixed, disqualifying 


opinions lied themselves out of the jury box. 
They knew perfectly well that the accounts 
they had read were made up largely of 
hearsay and rumor, and that newspaper re- 
porters could not compel witnesses to testify 
or even put willing ones on oath. The news- 
paper reports of the Cronin case were pre- 
sented to the public and accepted merely as 
the best information attainable at the time 
and under the circumstances, and every 
thinking man knew that the full truth as to 
the crime must be developed by gworn evi- 
dence produced in court, and sifted and test- 
ed by examination and cross examination. 
Nevertheless, while knowing that final judg- 
ment must be reserved until the trial, every 
intelligent person naturaliy formed some 
opinion based on newspaper reading, but 
these passing impressions would change 
from day today. The Cronin case wag the 
subject of general gossip and gabble™ So- 
called opinions went in one ear and out the 
other, and the whole community was think- 
ing aloud. Newsmongering gossipers would 
deciare opinions when, in fact, they would 
not find a verdict against a sneak thief with- 
out demanding stronger evidence than any 
they had as to the murderers of Cronin. 
How does it come that because of ficeting 
opinions formed, and irresponsible. gossip in- 
dulged in when the murder was the sensa- 
uon of the day, intelligent men now cool, dis- 
passionate, and impartial are excluded from 
the jury box? Largely because of the per- 
version of the law and adroit manipulation 
by Mr. Forrest and his associates in the de- 
fense. 

Mr. Forrest is right in saying that half the 
veniremen have perjured themselves to get 
out of the jury box, but he cannot deny that 


| he and his associates have succeeded in chal- 


lenging for cause scores if not hundreds 


_of men who were thoroughly competent and 


would have made good, conscientious jurors, 
but who were tricked and trapped into mak- 
ing disqualifying answers. The lawyers for 
the defense have lost no chance to get rid of 


fair men by resorting to hypotnetical ques- 
tions and catch inquiries of every sort. The 


statute says reading of newspaper ac- 
counts and the formation of passing opinions 
shall not disqualify from jury service, 
but the lawyers nevertheless get men 
excluded for the reasons which the 
law says shall not prevail. This is in 
consequence of the unbridled license which 


lawyers in this state exercise in examining 


veniremen on the voir dire; This is one of 
the great abuses of jury trial in Illinois, ana, 
as Judge Eliott Anthony has well said, if 
not regulated or restrained “will reduce 
trial by jury to a farce.” The supreme court 
has sustained the claim of the lawyers to the 
right to befog, bamboozle, and mislead 
veniremen in face of the explicit declaration 
of the statute that “the judge shall examine 
at ee Shite woe nil This was the rule 
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the boundaries of the drainage district were, 
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r. Ut ed it and 
given the examination to the law. and 
not to the judge. It is time that the court. 
should be overruled by another statute so 
emphatic and clear that no way can be found 
to get around it. 

LYONS AND THE DRAINAGE DISTRICT. 


The statements made by the drainage 
commissioners in their decision regarding 


generally speaking. so specific that the or- 
dinary reader could have no trouble in un- 
derstanding them. That Hyde Park was di- 
vided at Eiguty-ninth street, chat Lake, Jef- 
ferson, and Lake View were taken in whole, 
and that the western boundary was carried 
to the western line of Cicero or six miles 
westof Western avenue was plain enough, 
but it was not so easy to make out just how 
much of Lyons was embraced and how much 
was left out. In speaking of this township 
the commissioners, say:

The main channel is to be constructed 
th the portion of the town of Lyons pro- 
pos to be taken; and it is manifest that the 

ry district should extend as far as possi- 

bie under the law to the full three-mile limit 
along the southwesterly line, runoing in a gen- 
eral way from the Chicago river to the Des- 

laines river and Summit, and so on to Lemont, 
70 and the Illinois river. 


It is unfortunate that tne law stands in the 
way of the entire course of the Desplaines 
from Riverside southwestward to Lemont 
being included in the drainage district terr- 
tory. But the act provides that no terri- 
tory shall be taken unless it be in an incorpo- 
rated city, town, or village, or within three 
miles of one.” That makes it impossible to 
extend the district through the town of 
Lyons to uns southwestern corner. But the 
commissioners did the best they could. As 
Lyons is bounded on the east by Lake chey 
were able to take in the eighteen eastern 
sections of the town, which covers the pro- 
posed railroad stockyards of which they 
speak and also the course of the canal to 
Summit. By including the incorporated vil- 
lage of Lyons, which is just south of River- 
side, they were enabled to run their lines 
three miles southward, covering the point 
where the Desplaines is connected with the 
west fork through the Ogden ditch and a 
long stretch of the Desplaines valley below 
Summit. If the drainage trustees decide to 
pass out of the canal into the Desplaines at 
any point north of two miles this side of the 
little village on the canal called Mount For- 
est they will be able to do it in their own ter- 
ritory. 

Lyons is a town of considerable size, con- 
sisting of afull congressional township and 
half of another. Of the fifty-four sections 
twenty-six dre taken into the drainage dis- 
trict and twenty-eight are left out. Of the 
latter it would be desirabie to include only 
four or five. The others are in the west part 
of the town, and have nothing whatever to 
do with drainage problems. Were it not 
for the taking in of these Lyons sections 
along the Desplaines the boundaries of the 
district would be remarkably symmetrical. — 
As it is there is a spur or projection on the 
southwestern corner which may not look 
graceful on a map but which the drainage 
trustees will fiad of much value to them in 
carrying out their work. 


SENIOR EDITOR CLARKSON NOT MUZZLED. 
Tus TRIBUNE must insist on calling the at- 


ten tion of the mugwumps to a recent utter- 
ance of Mr. C. F. Clarkson, the venerable 
father of the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral, who, in a hale, honored old age with 
mental vigor and independence fully pre- 
served, is acting as one of the editors of his 
son’s paper, the Des Moines Reiter. Ac- 
cording to the averments of the mugwump 
press, when the younger Clarkson was taken 
from the Register and made assistant post- 
master general that paper should have been 
considered ** muzzled” and the elder Clark- 
son and the other remäining editors of the 
noted Iowa journal incapable of passing any 
criticism on the administration. Such moz- 
zling of the press, it was alleged, would be 
the consequence of Harrison’s policy in ap- 
pointing editors to office, but it does not seem 
to be working that way in Iowa. In 
fact the eider Clarkson has just printed 
in the egister u free spoken and rather pun- 
gent criticism of the President for not mak- 
ing quicker work with the Democratic office- 
holders. He seems pretty well satisfied with 
the work of his son in the postoffloe depart- 
ment, and points his remarks straight in the 
direction of the white house. 

Mr. Clarkson Sr. recentiy made a visit to 
his old home in Indiana, and in a letter to the 
Register says he did not find political affairs 
in a satisfactory state. He says: Here in 
Harrison’s own state, whilo the people have 
unbounded confidence in his honesty, his 
ability, and his integrity, they complain that 
he is too slow.“ Mr. Clarkson remarks that 
the Indiana Republicans, like himself, voted 
last fall to “turn the rascals out,” 
and supposed there was to be a 
complete change of the administration. 
He adds; “The mere placing a con- 
servauve Republican in the presidential 
chair with four-fifths of the offices high and 
low at war with his plans and purposes, 
scheming for his overthrow and protecting 
and hiding the defalcations and incapacity 
of their fellow Democratic officeholders, is 
not changing the administration.” Mr. 
Clarkson then quotes with seeming approval 
an Indiana spell binder,” who said to him 
that if Harrison did not soon understand 
the situation and send mourning into the 
camp of the Democracy the Republican 
party, when they assemble in national con- 
vention again, will inquire about the back- 
done of the candidate as well as the activity 
of the brain.” Mr. Clarkson admits, how- 
ever, that he found “a strong conservative 
element among the Hoosiers, who advise 
patience until the President gets warmed to 
the work of cleaning the Augean stable.“ 

While Taz Trisune commends Senior Ed- 
itor Clarkson's remarks to the mugwumps as 
proof that the President's alleged muzzling 
of the press” has not been successful in 
that case, it would point out that the fault- 
finding in Indiana is that which always fol- 
lows a change of national administration trom 
one party toanother, The victorious party 
expects the ousting of the defeate 1 officehold- 
ers and wants it done without unnecessary 
delay. The people may approve the civil 
service reform doc‘rine and a tenure of office 
during good behavior in the classified de- 
partments of the public service where skill 
and fitness are supposed to govern appoint- 
ments and promotions, but they cannot see 
that such a practice has anything to do with 
the federal offices in tneir midst that are not 
embraced in the civil service law or rules.

TAKE IT ALL OR LEAVE IT ALL. 
The Jnter Ocean of Sunday started an ed- 
itorial on the drainage district boundaries 
with the following whopper: 


The boundaries of the Chicago drain 
trict have now been definitely fixed, an 
TRIBUNE, with its South Chicago and Calumet 
88 speculation, has beea blown out of 
water. 


There has been nothing in Tun TRIBUNE to 
justify such an amazing falsehood. When 
the petition for the district was presented 
to the judges this paper took exception to 
the Eighty-seventh street boundary line, be- 
cause it believed that it was a cloak for the 
designs of some real estate speculators who 
wanted the district to build a harbor at Chel- 
tenham and diga canal from there north- 
westerly diagonally across Hyde Park and 
Lake ten or eleven miles to the Despiaine’ 
or the canal, paying miliions for Jand dam- 
ages, millions for excavation ,and millions for 
twenty or thirty great bridges. It also opposed 
the policy of the Eighty-seventh street line 
because it took thirty-four sections which 
belonged to the Calumet drainage district 
uud watershed and added them on to 
the Chicago basin; for the territory in ques- 
tion naturally drained into the Calumet river 
and not the Chicago river. It was given in 
evidence before the judges that, stripped 
of its most populous and wealthiest territory, 
the Calumet district would be too weak to 
cut a channel ot its own along the Sag canal 
when necessary; and the judges seem to have 
the same thing in mind when they speak of 
the Chicago district cutting a feeder along 
that line. 

Therefore, the position advocated by Tun 
TRIBUNE was “take ali or noue.“ If the 
“Calumet basin can be included under the 
„law.“ said the ruling, and if there seems 
‘necessity for its inclusion, take it. If not 
“leave it all out and draw the dividing line 
“at about Sixty-seventh street.” It was 
against aline which cut the Calumet drain- 


‘ age basin in two, and that was the only ques- 


tion which the public had in mind. Nobody 
called at or wrote to this office to protest 
against the exclusion or inclusion of the 
whole Calumet country. Their protests and 
objections were against taking a part of it. 
The judges have decided, however, to strip 
the weaker district for the benefit of the 
stronger one. In doing that they exercised 
their legal discretion, and whether wisely or 
not remains to be seen. The imperative need 
of the drainage canal will cause the people 
generally to vote for the drainage district as 
the judges have bounded it, ana we presume 
that there is little doubt of its adoption by a 
sweeping majority. All the same it must 
be admitted that their action in adopting 


the Eighty-seventh line was unexpected, 


for during the discussions they themselves 
had so riddled the Cheltenham harbor and 
crossiots canal scheme that its promoters 
seemingly abandoned it. Why the judges 
after'exposing that job should have included 
the territory the taking in of which makes 1t 
possible to carry it out is a mystery. 

That the lune was left at Eiguty-seventh 
street is clear proof that the two Democratic 
judges were not influenced inthe slightest 
degree by political considergtions, for they 
could not have made a line more favorable to 
the Republicans. They have given the latter 
the benefit of their strong Engiewood vote 
and about all their majority strength in Hyde 
Park, while the Democrats are deprived of 
tueir strongholds in Hyde Park. With the 
boundaries as prepared by the judges the 
Republicans, from a party point ot view, 
have nothing to complain of, and ought to 
be able to elect five of the nine trustees.

THE PORK DEAL. 

The pork pit on change in this city has been 
the scene of many a squeegee on men unfortu- 
nate enough to get on the short side and stay 
there too long. The one now on hand beats 
the record in the amount of confidence dis- 
played by the short interest during the sell- 
ing and the doubt attending its later progress, 
while it may also prove to eclipse all previous 
ones in the ingenuity with which the deal is 
conducted by the other side. Certain of the 
packers thought they had secured the adop- 
taon of a rule by the board under which they 
could manufacture regular pork a whole 
mouth earlier than was permitted previous to 
two years ago. They counted on being able to 
make 150,000: barrels during October, and 
they and their friends sold at least that 
much ahead. Who boughtit is still a mys. 
tery, but as arrangements are said to 
have been made to ship a large part of it to 
England after delivery, and as a great deal 
of cash is required to handle the property, it 
may be supposed that the British robleman 
referred to by Dickens as The Lord Nozoo”’ 
is the principal on that side of the transac- 
tion. Undoubtedly some large buying orders 
have come from London, but when it is ro- 
membered that.the British islands have never 
before this been customers for our mess pork 
the fact of an ostensible foreign demand 
does not forbid the supposition that the deal 
is really being run for and in the interest of 
a Chicago firm, It would not be the first 
time that certain yellow wagons” have 
carried a big profit out of the pork pit after 
all attempts to discover the principal had 
failed. 

The most singular feature of the present 
deal is the fact that whoever is conducting 
it is achieving victory out of defeat. He is 
following out the Goldsmith policy of stoop- 
ing to conquer. Two prayers for legal in- 
junction against the delivery of the new pork 
have been refused, but, nothing daunted, a 
third has been made, this time to a federal 
court. In reality the end aimed at has been 
gained. The packers who are on the short 
side are kept on the anxious seat and afraid 
to make the article, as with present prices 
tor hogs it would cost far more than the 
stuff would be likely to sell for uniess it can 
be unloaded on the clique. Meanwhile 
nearly half of the month has elapsed, 
and if the same state of glorious 
uncertainty can be kept up for an- 
other two weeks nothing will stand in the 
way of rushing the market up to 825 and 
clearing a profit of fully $1,500,000 out of the 
operation after paying all the expenses 
attending it. The packers are practically 
enjoined all the while that the courts refuse 
to grant the injunction prayed for. They are 
just as effectually restrained from filling 
their contracts without buying in on the 
regular market as if their houses were locked 
up and the keys carried by tne clique. The 
price of pork is kept down just low enough to 
paralyze the trade and make the unfortu- 
nate shorts alternate between hope and fear 
for the outcome of a deal which they are 
powerless to control. 

The legal question in the case is as to the 
right of the board of trade to enforce rules 
which declare to be regular for delivery on 
contracts certain kinds of property that may 
not de in merchantable condition at the time 
of such delivery. This may yet be made an 
issue in the courts, involving costly and te- 
dious litigation. But it now appears proba- 
bie that the contest will rather be one of 
business acumen in mercantile circles, the 

legal appeal being simply used as a feint to 
mask the real attack. 
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SUSTAIN THE STATE’S ATTORNEY. 

Mr. Luther Laflin Mills, in ae interview 
with the newspaper reporters Saturday, di 
not rate the difficulties which wes 
state’s attorney and, nis associates have had to 
encounter in the Cronin case. They have met 
with: ‘ difficulties which would have long ago 
wearied tired out less determined and 
faithful men. The officers of the law in whom 
they trusted proved recreant in numerous in- 
stances. One of the policemen who were sent 
out to discover the facts in relation to the 
murder of Dr. Cronin is now on trial for that 
brutal crime himself. Other officers associ- 
ated with him in the so-called investigation 
have been dismissed in disgrace 
because of their membership in one 
of the assassination camps and 
their loudly expressed sympathy with the 
men indicted for complicity in the crime, 
Important witnesses, and more than one of 
the conspirators, have been allowed to escape 
because of the inefficiency or the treachery 
of the officers of the law. 

The events of the last week show that a 
bold and villainous attempt has been made 
to pack the jury in the case, and that 
recreant officers of the law were the agents 
of corruption—the members of a conspiracy 
to stab the law. Officials in whom the 
state’s attorney trusted to assist him against 
such attempts were the creatures of the 
conspiracy to put bribed men on the jury. 
The plot was revealed, not by an officer of 
the law but by a private citizen. The de- 
tails of the conspiracy were brought to light 
through the zeal and industry of the state’s 
attorney and his associates, aided by Police 
Superintendent Hubbard, who was for once 
not hampered by the intrigues of the tough 
politicians who seem to rule at the city hail. 

The revelations made prove that the state’s 
attorney cannot be too careful in the future, 
and that in his efforts to bring guilty men to 
justice and to punish jury fixers he should 
have the active and outspoken support of the 
honest public of Chicago. 

This should be expressed in a substantial 
way. Itis well known that Judge Longe- 
necker bas hitherto been hampered on 
account of lack of funds with which to sup- 
port the prosecution. A private citizen, Col. 
Rend, has, itis said, advanced him some 
money to aid in the work. Other private 
contributions have also been made. .But the 
amounts received from these sources are 
quite insufficient. There should be no neces- 
sity for asking for private advances. The 
county of Cook is rich ¢nough to pay all the 
needful expenses of the vindication of jus- 
tice in this case. The county board has only 
contributed $5,000. But much of this amount 
was spent in getting the prisoner Burke back 
from Winnipeg. The recent developments 
and the great expenses incurred in the inves- 
tigations necessitate the grant of an adai- 
tional $5,000 now. The county board at its 
meeting today should muke such an appropri- 
ation. The circumstances. demand it. The 
ends of justice will be served through the 
appropriation. The county board will be 
sustained by the public in making it. 

Judge Longenecker has worked faithfully, 
earnestly, untiringly, and should be sup- 
ported by the constituted authorities of the 
county.

Mr. Wiman and Commercial Union. 
TORONTO, Ont., Oct, 10.—| Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]— There appeared in THE TRIBUNE of Sat- 
urday, Oct. 5, a reported interview with Mr.

ent reduction could not be compared.

Resolved, at no man apply for work in the 
middie vein until the company is prepared to 
give all work and treat with us as a body. 

The miners explain that there are many men 
who canhot understand the English language, 
and if they applied in person they could not te)! 
what conditions the company in their contract 
would impose; and others who would not proper! 
understand them, as the men claim that expe 
ence teaches that they are not always couched in 
the plainest language, nor in any degree just, 
and that they need the closest investigation and 
consideration. 

The miners charge that coal companies take 
every advantage of the miners when they suc- 
ceed in Compelling them to make agreements in 
this way; and then hold that tney (the miners) 
are in honor bound to abide by them.
